I served under him as a private 
soldier, although | hed already made two cam- 
paigns, sed attained the rank of lieutenant. 
My grandfather was then ninety years old ; 
yet he showed all the rigor of a young maa. 
While pursuing the French during thetr re- 
treat, he bore without a murmar wind, cold, 
fatigues, and privations. To see the old man, 
his long lance in bis hand, riding through 
heavy spow-storm, you would have said that 
his muscles were covered with buffalo skin. 
In the moruing, he used to rouse us all from 
the bivowse with « voice that sounded afar off 
like the rearing of a ball. The Tgurotls en- 
rolled te bis syuadrun used to assemble around 
him every night, and eff—r him the various 
«petis which they had taken from the enemy. 
Sometimes be divided these prizes equally 
them , sometimes he reserved a por- 
tion for himeetf, He cared little for silver; 
but when be was presented with a few pieces of 
gold, he seized them with an eager band, and » 
smile of satisfaction lighted up his face. To 
procure him this joy, we frequently risked our 
lives; for we loved him, wonderful old man 
that be was, and felt proud of pleasing him. 
Ta the commencement of the campaign, we 
ased to slay without mercy all the French sol 
diers whom we found defenceless ; but the (zar 
having proclaimed that he would give a ducat 
for every prisoner brought te himalive.

Without suffering from the slightest illness 
or receiving a single wound, he traversed Kus 
sia and Germeny; but when he reached the 
banks of the Rhine, the sight of the river re- 
called to him his beloved Don.

Now it is 
weil known all over the United States, where 
mules are used and sold, and the stock of Ten- 
nessee, as well as of other States, come in 
competition with Kentecky, that the Kentucky 
mules always command the highest price, for 
their euperior size, symmetry, style and ac- 
tion. It is also known, that Tennessee drovers, 
whee tn the Southern markets, frequently say 
that their mules were purchased in Kentucky, 
for the purpese of giving them reputativea. So 
much for the Keatecky name. It is also well- 
known that the best jacks they have in Tenves- 
see were raised in Kentucky, and we never sell 
our beat jecks ont of the State. And as far as 





We have now in Kentucky, mules 
16 to 17 bands high, with as mach style 
aod sction as a small mule can have. A 
sample of what Kentucky can do tm the way of 
mules, can be seen lo a pair of them which are 
wow in New York. They were sold to « gen- 
tieman of that city, by Mr. Gabrie! Salter, of 
@arrard County, Ky., for $1,008. They are 


never would have underrated our stock in the 
manner he bas. If Mr. Cockerill wishes to be 
wmdeceived as regards bis views in relation to 
our jecks and mules, if he will visit Kentucky 
im the fll, and attend some of our county fairs, 
I believe be will not only reverse his judgment, 
but consider himself amply repaid for bis 
trouble. It is also known by those experien- 
ced, that in the heavy lowlands of the South, 
they require large males, that can throw weight 
im the collar, provided they have the action to 
sustain their weight. Large mules are alse now 
required to work on some of the canals in the 
North, they being found more serviceable 
than horses. They are required also fur the 
drays in the citics ; im fact, all over the South 
the planters have discovered, by experience, 
that the larger mules sre the most serviceable, 
and it is difficult at present for our drovers to 
sell small males anywhere. Cattle, horses, 
mates, and all other stock, are generally well 
treated in Kentucky, for, without good treat- 
ment, we cannet expect to have good ateck 
We are ensbied to treat our stock so well, 
owing to the luxuriance of cur biwe grass pas- 
tures, (the best grass for stock) which, from 
our letitede, soil and climate, bas so far done 
better bere than in any other State. That 
species of grass has been tried in Tennessee, 
but it is too far South for it to do well, It 
does not sod there as here, and always burns 
up daring their long, dry, hot summer 
days. 

I am not in the habit of troubling editors 
with wy Communications, but I think I owe 
the above remarks to myrelf and others ea- 
gaged in the trade, and for the benedt of the 
inexperienced, who might be misled by Mr 
Cockerill's views.

Cut off from one-third to one 
half of the past season's growth from the maip 
shoots, aad cut the side shoots beck to within 
une or two buds of the main branches, taking 
care wot to cut so close to the buds as te in- 
jere them by the drying of the ond of the 
branch. The fruit ripens better, and the vines 
are more productive and longer lived, fur being 
thorvughly pruned. 

Currents and Geossberrics also need pruning 
te have their fruit Im perfection, All the 
branches more than two years old should be 
cut out of currant bushes, and goosebersies 
should be cut back searty one-half of the inst 
year’s growth, and the weak and straggling 
branches cut out, particularly where they are 
teelmed as dwarf standards, which is the only 
correct mode. 

Fredt Trees of all kinds should’ be pruned 
as soon as the severe cold weather is over— 
early in Apeil is a good time-—uaniess the ob- 
joet be to induce fruitfulmess checking & too 
luxuriant growth, in which case it should be 
delayed entil about the first of July. Pruning 
them gives » sudden check te the growth of 
the tree, and, by removing 6 portion of the 
leaves, also partially preveuts the formation uf 
new roots, thus fevoring the formation of fruit

A New Beors ron vex Secn.—Raecere st 
Proresson Lizare —For one portion of broth 
take balf a pound of freshly killed meat, (beef 
or chicken,) cut it in email pleces, add to & 
1} pound of distilled water, to which bar been 
added four drops of pare chtorhydric (meri 
tic) acid, and half to one drechm of common 
oslt; mix them well together. After standing 
an hour, the whole is strained through 0 cont- 
eal hair-sieve, such as is ordinarily used ie the 
kitchen, allowing # to pass through without 
pressing or squeezing. The portion passing 
through first being cloudy, it ie agein poured 
through the sieve, and this process repeated 
until it becomes perfeetiy clear. Upon the 
residue of meat remaining im the sieve, hali s 
pound of distilled water is powered, in small 
portions. In thie maneer about ene pound of 
liquid (cold extract of meat) is obtained, of s 
red eelur, aad meat-broth taste. It 
is administered to the sick, cold, by the cup 
ful, aceording to their inclination. It moat 
not be heated, as it becomes cloudy thereby, 
aod « thick coagelum of meat albumen and 
hematin is deposited.

The new broth contains, besides meat-slbu- 
men, a certain quantity of homatin, and, there- 
im, « far greater qaantity of iron necessary for 
the formation of the blood corpusctes, and, 
fimally, the digesting ehlorkydris aetd. 

A great hind to the ploy ow 
this broth ia summer is ite liability to ebauge 
‘= warm weather; it commences regularly to 
ferment, like euger-water with yeast witheat 
the usual odor. (What substance is here form- 
od is well worthy investigation.) On sccount 
of this the meat mast be extracted with per- 
feetly cold water, and in a cool place. Iee- 
weter, and refrig with jee, completely 
removes this difficulty. Most impeptant of all 
ia it that the meat be perfootly fredh, and not 
several days old.
